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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by 
Chatterjee et al (US 5,683,481). Chatterjee discloses an alumina ceramic article 
derived from the doping of a ceramic substrate. As detailed in Col. 3, lines 20ff, a 
ceramic oxide is made from alumina and zirconium oxide. The ceramic oxide is then 
doped with, inter alia, MgO through a sintering step. As further detailed in Col. 8, lines 
25ff, the sintering step takes place at a temperature of from about 1400°C to about 
1600°C at a time range of 1 hour to 3 hours. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 1 1/13/07 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Applicant argues that claim requires that a glass component, that is part of 
a ceramic oxide, is doped. Applicant points out that "the surface of oxide component 
here is a glass component." However, said interpretation accorded by applicant does 
neither comport to the plain meaning of the claim limitation at issue "doping a glass 
component to a surface of oxide ceramics" nor the meaning accorded by applicant's 
own specification. 

The plain meaning given by the Examiner, and reflected in the rejection, was that 
a glass component was being used to dope a ceramic oxide. Said interpretation is 
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based on the fact that applicant in using the word "to" as underlined above is specifying 
that the ceramic oxide is the matter that is being doped and not a glass component of a 
ceramic oxide as alleged by applicant. 

Additionally, the specification clearly notes that the object to provide a method for 
surface modification of oxide ceramics.. Example 1 explicitly shows that a glass 
component being used to dope a ceramic oxide and not applicant interpretation that a 
glass component of a ceramic oxide is the matter that is being doped.
